 Many positive happenings occurred during the past school year as a result of 
our collective hard work. Some highlights of the year included: 
* Division II Champions in the Beaufort County Academic Challenge; 
* Recipient of the State Chamber of Commerce Small Business Partnership of the Year 
Award with Del Webb; 
* Implementation of Making Schools Work in our Middle School, a Comprehensive 
School Reform model; 
* Hedy Frazier selected as the school and District Teacher of the Year; 
* Susan Cleveland recognized as Jasper County Rotary Teacher of the Year; 
* Benchmark Testing implemented in Mathematics; 
* Data analysis utilized to support increased student achievement; 
* School and Community support in implementing an Incentive Program - Bikes for each 
child in the 3rd-5th grade class with most improvement on PACT, gift certificates to Wal-
Mart for each student in the 6th-8th grade class with the most improvement on PACT, 
and a cash bonus for the teacher whose class improved most on PACT;
